Wilson today called upon congress 
to declare a Mate 
of war against 
Alist to-Hungary. 


Pledging America to war to vic­ 
tory and 
declaring 
that nothing 
thall turn her aside, he asked that 
Austro-Hungary be formally hafted 
among America’s enemies to remove 
“ this 
embarassing 
obstacle 
that 
stand* in our way." 


Any peace that 
America makes 
must include delivery of the peoples 
cfi A ustro-Hungary, Turkey and the 
Balkans as well as northern France 
and Belgium from Prussian domin­ 
ation, he said. 
The president sug­ 
gested remedial legislation to meet 
the railroad and 
food 
price situa­ 
tion. The latter, he said, was based 
on “ selfishness” at present, rather 
than the law of supply and demand. 


'lie urged legislation for full use 
of natural resources and water pow­ 
er of the country; more drastic laws 
to punish 
alien 
enemies 
and 
an 
amendment to include women as well 
as men under the alien enemy act. 
The president suggested 
that in­ 
stead of confining enemy aliens "in 
comfortable internment camps, they 
be put in penitentiaries where they 
can lie made to work “as other crim­ 
inals do.” 
The president 
declared 
that the 
American nation 
is united in spirit 
and intention. 
‘‘I pay little heed 
to those who 
tell me otherwise,” he said. 
“ I hear 
the voice of dissent* and the criti­ 
cism of the thoughtless and trouble- 
•soine, hut I know that none of the^e 
speaks for the nation. 
They may 
safely be let to strut their uneasy 
hour and be forgotten. 
“ I>et it be said again that auto­ 
cracy must first be shown the utter 
futility of its claim 
to power 
or 
leadership of the modern world. 
It 
is impossible to apply any standard 
of justice so 
long 
as such forces 
are unchecked 
and undefeated, as 
the piesetnt military masters of Ger­ 
many. 
s 
“We shall regard the war as won 
only 
when 
the 
German 
people, 
through 
their 
proper 
representa­ 
tives, say they are ready for a set­ 
tlement ha-ed upon justice and the 
reparation 
of wrong 
which 
their 
rulers have done. 
They have done a 
wrong to Belgium which must be re­ 
paired. 
They 
have e-tahjishd 
a 
flower over other lands and people 
than their own—over the great em­ 
pire of Austro-Hungary, 
over 
the 
hitherto 
free Balkan 
states, over 
Turkey within Asia— which must be 
relinquished.’*

The president stated that we did 
not 
begrudge 
Germany 
whatever 
success she may have accomplished 
in eommeroial fields through peace­ 


ful methods, 
but 
that 
she threw 
away her peaceful 
triumphs to es­ 
tablish military and political dom­ 
ination by arms. 
He sa iii “We owe 
it. however, to ourselves to say that 
we do not wish in any way to impair 
or rearrange the Austro-Hungarian 
empire. 
It is no affair of our> what 
they do with their 
own lives either 
industrially 
or politically. 
We do 
not propose oi* desire to dictate to 
them in any way. We only desire to 
see that their affairs are left in their 
own hands in all matters great or 
small. 
We shall hope to secure for 
the people of the Balkans and the 
people of the 
Turkish 
empire the 
right and opportunity to make their 
own lives safe, 
their own fortunes 
secure against oppression or injus­ 
tice and from 
the dictation of for­ 
eign courts or parties. 
“And our attitude 
and 
purpose 
with regard to Germany herself are 
of the same 
kind. 
We 
intend 
no 
wrong against the German empire, 
no interference with her internal a f­ 
fairs. We should deem either the one 
or the other unjustifiable, absolute­ 
ly contrary to the principles we have 
professed 
to live 
by and to hold 
most sacred throughout our life as a 
nation.’’ 
The president declared that ju s­ 
tice and equality of rights can be 
pro.cr.red only at a great price.

Bt lie t regulations have 
been re ­ 
ceived by local grocers 
concerning 
the distribution of necessary food­ 
stuffs. 
They were sent out by State 
Food Administrator 
Barnard 
and 
lay emphasis as well on the forbid­ 
den practice of hoarding the neces­ 
sities. 
It refers to consumers 
as 
well as retailers. 
In order to avoid this, the retail­ 
ers are 
instructed 
to have their 
purchases limited lo their require­ 
ment^ for a sixty day period suc­ 
ceeding the date of purchase 
and 
delivery, except 
with the following 
exceptions^ sugar may be purchased 
in a fifteen-day supply and flour in 
a thirty-day supply. 
The retailers 
are instructed also 
to limit sales to consumers to their 
actual and 
immediate 
needs onlv. 
These rules do not apply to season­ 
able commodities which may lie cur­ 
ried in sufficient quantities to sup­ 
ply 
the retailers’ 
requirements for 
the season. 
The steps are being taken by Mr. 
Barnard, urging that a ready com­ 
pliance with 
the food control law 
make 
it unnecessary to limit the 
food supply' of the American fam ­ 
ily in the manner now in foree in 
other warring countries. 
The food 
situation is so serious that anything 
less than the willing co-operation of 
dealers and consumers alike, 
will 
compel the licensing of all dealers 
in food and the limitation ,of sales 
to consumers, according to Mr. B ar­ 
nard. Retailers are instructed to re­ 
port to headquarters any violation 
of the law. 
On 
the regulation, 
the 
law is 
quoted, “ that any person who will­ 
ingly hoards any necessaries 
shall 
upon conviction thereof be fined not 
exceeding $5,000 or be imprisoned 
for not 
more than two years or 
both.” 
A rule has been made concerning 
a number of articles that they shall 
'be sold at the usual margin of pro­ 
fit above# actual 
cost paid without 
regard to their market or replace­ 
ment value. 
Whenever retailers ex­ 
act more than their usual margin of 
profit over the actual purchase price 
of these goods, 
wholesalers will be 
instructed to sell them no more lic­ 
ensed food. 
Foods coming under this regula- 
ion are wheat flour, rye, pancake, 
buckwheat 
or pastry flours, barley, 
oats, corn 
(including corn grits, 
corn 
meal, 
hominy, 
corn 
flour, 
starch from corn, 
conn oil, 
corn 
'>Trup,) rice, dried heaps, pea seed, 
cotton seed, soya bean oil, palm oil, 
oleomargine, lard, and cooking fats, 
milk, fresh, canned or cured beef, 
pork or mutton, 
poultry 
or eggs, 
canned tomatoes, corn, salmon, sa r­ 
dines, beans, dried fruits, sugar and 
syrups. 
The regulations 
will affect con­ 
sumers most in regard to the prac­ 
tice of hoarding. 
Several cases of 
this have already be^n noticed 
bv 
local grocers. On Saturday evening, 
one woman attempted 
to 
buy 
a 
pound of sugar 
in a local grocery 
when the clerk saw that she already 
had three sa elks o f sugar purchased 
in other stores. 
Others 
have 
a t­ 
tempted to buy more than 
their 
share of sugar in one store by hav­ 
ing different clerks "wait on them at 
different times.

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The School Lunch. 
In preparing a luncheon for school 
children, two things should be kept 
in mind: providing good, wholesome 
nutritious food and packing It attrac­ 
tively. In these days when all house­ 
wives wish to conform to the requests 
of our food administrator, sandwiches 
must be made of other than wheat 
flour. 
Bran bread, rye and barley 
bread, and steamed brown bread will, 
with an occasional roll of white flour, 
give a needed variety. 
As most all 
breads need some wheat flour to add 
gluten, there is much white flour used 
even with the best of planning. Sand­ 
wiches and cakes, if wrapped In waxed 
paper, will keep fresh and pioist. The 
care in packing so that the food is 
not jolted over rough roads or Joggled 
in the hands of the little people, Is 
very important, for small people are 
fastidious, being offended with hash 
when out of its proper course. 
Breads may be varied by adding 
nuts, raisins and dates, or oatmeal 
bread to which dried fruits are add­ 
ed, or nuts if preferred, is a most 
wholesome bread well liked by the 
children. 
A handful of dates, figs or raisins 
or an occasional piece of candy is al­ 
ways a delight to the child. 
Custards, egg sandwiches, cheese in 
various forms, nuts and salads will all 
take the place of meat. Chicken and 
fish cannot be shipped abroad so we 
are told to indulge in them in place of 
pork, mutton or beef. Beef hearts and 
liver sweet breads are meats that are 
perishable and so are not shipped. 
Such meats make most tasty dishes 
if they are not always cooked and 
served in the same way. 
In all our conserving we must re­ 
member that the children must be 
well fed. 
Milk, butter, cheese, and 
the yolk of egg as well as vegetables, 
such as cabbage, spinach and other 
green leaves add an important stimu­ 
lant, called a growth stimulant, which 
is found in all these foods. 
It is 
•found also in clover and alfalfa in 
abundance and animals fed on such 
foods store up this fat soluble in the 
fat of their bodies. 
When a butter 
substitute is made with suet and milk, 
some of this wonderful growth deter­ 
minant is there. 
Adults as well as 
children need food containing it, and 
we are told that the wounds of our 
soldiers do not heal well unless they 
have food which supplies this growing 
principal. 
Plenty of good whole milk—a bottle 
to carry for luncheon—is the best kind 
of a drink and with a thermos bottle 
it may be kept hot, lf there are no 
facilities for heating it a t schooL'

issued 
in the last decade 
alone is, in round numbers, one bil­ 
lion. 
The number 
of one-cent 
pieces 
coined from the 
beginning 
of the 
government 
to date would, even if 
all were in existence and circula­ 
tion, allow for each individual about 
27 one-cent pieces. 
Of course 
the 
number actually 
available 
is far 
less than this, 
for it is quite pro­ 
bable that out of the 2 | billion one- 
cent pieces

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‘The one source of worry to the 
farmers of Ru>h county just now is 
the loss of many bushels of corn 
which they are bound to suffer be­ 
cause of the damp and unfavorable 
fall. 
Many method.-, are being used 
by farmers to dry out their corn and 
in a large number of cases the ad­ 
vice of the United States depart­ 
ment of agriculture 
to 
leave 
the 
corn in the field until it does dry out 
is being followed. 
However, a new method of saving 
corn has been advanced and the at­ 
tention of a number of farmers in 
the county has been called to it. The 
method is explained 
in a dispatch 
from Ottawa, 111., outlining the sug­ 
gestion of I. S. 
Brooks, 
farm ad­ 
visor and 
consulting 
agriculturist 
for La'Salle county, 111., to sprinkle 
salt on the corn after it is unloaded 
in the crib. 
The salt 
draws 
the 
moisture from the ear, is the theory 
of the scheme. 
The dispatch was shown to Mar­ 
ion F. Dietrich, 
emergency demon­ 
stration agent for this and Hancock 
counties, and he read it with inter­ 
est. 
Mr. Deitrictk said 
it sounded 
entirely practical, but that he 
had 
never heard 
of it before. 
He de­ 
clared the only danger he saw in 
the method was that so much salt 
might be put on the 
corn that 
it 
would be injurious 
to stock. 
Mr. 
Dei trick stated that he would wire 
I 
to the Purdue extension department 
at ofice calling 
their attention to 
the dispatch and asking the advice 
of Indiana agricultural experts as to 
the practicality of the proposal. 
•S .II .Trabue, a local stock buyer 
who was in Chicago recently, says 
that he heard of the salt .method of 
saving corn while there. 
He told 
farmers here that every effort was 
being made by Illinois 
farmers to 
get salt in large quantities so as to 
follow the method suggested. 
Some farmers object to following 
the advice of the government 
that 
corn be left 
standing in the field 
: 
ll because the damp ears will he 
the 
first to freeze. 
They say that sioclk 
will not eat frozen ears, 
hut 
Mr. 
Deitriek contends that hogs will eat 
frozen corn. One farmer has install­ 
ed large kettles in his feeding 
en­ 
closure and cooks 
whatever 
ears 
are frozen. 
The Illinois expert ex­ 
plain the salt method as follows: 
“On 
personal 
investigation 
I 
found that salt applied at the rate 
of about one barrel to a thousand 
bushels of conn 
would 
prevent all 
heating and turning black. 
Some 
loose mold may grow on some of 
the wettest ears, but 
this does no 
serious harm. 
The salt is applied 
by leveling off the load of corn im­ 
mediately after 
putting it into the 
crib, then sprinkling on a few quarts 
of salt. 
The moisture dissolves it 
aud 
by plasmolysis 
the 
stronger 
solution on the outside of the grains 
draws the moisture from the inside 
of them. 
“Many university botany classes 
have made the experiment of care­ 
fully weighing 
good, 
dry 
shelled 
corn, putting 
it into alcohol for a 
time, and 
finding 
on 
weighing 
it 
again that the corn was lighter than 
when put into the alcohol, 
the loss 
in weight being 
caused by the al­ 
cohol dra wing moisture from appar­ 
ently dry corn. 
Another experiment 
they have 
often 
made 
is to soak 
seeds, such as pumpkin seeds, peas, 
beans, etc., in water, 
weigh 
them, 
then put them into salty water. 
On 
weighting again the seeds are found 
to be lighter than 
when put into 
the salty water. But little practical 
use has been made of this scientific 
information. 
“A crib of salted corn appears as 
though water had been poured over 
it. 
The better the ventilation pro­ 
vided the quicker this moisture will 
eviiporaie 
and the less 
mold will 
grow. 
( lean husking is also an aid 
to better ventilation. 
The 
salted 
com will probably not dry off en­ 
tirely be I ore the spring winds and 
sunshiny come. These take away all 
ut the excels moisture, so that corn 
may bu kept to shell at any time de-

The famine ' in pennies 
recently1 


reported from various parts of the 
country is the more surprising in

ment coinage 
of one-cent 
pieces 


has been much larger in 
recent 


years -than in' any earlier period of 
the history of the country. A com- 
pilation by The National "City Bank 
of New York shows that more than 
one billion one-cent coins had been 
manufactured by the government 
and distributed "to the'people during 
the. last -dozen years. In fact the: 
out-turn of one-cent 
pieces in the: 


tost decade forms one-third of the: 
total since" the be^itining' of pur pre-> 
sent fom of government.

r The number of .one-cent pieces 
coined 'from the 'beginning of the 
government to date -Would, even if 
all. were in existence, arid circula-" 
tion, allow for each individual about;

less than this, for it is quite pro- 
bable that out of the 2f billion' one- 
cent-pieces coined by the govern- 
ment not more than about 2 billions 
are now in existence, or,-at least in 
circulation, making the present av- 
erage per capita for all the people 
of the United States of about 20 
oneMjent pieces. ' 


The coinage 
of one-cent 
pieces 


began •with the first year's operation 
of the mints, the total number coin- 
ed in the first period for which'de- 
tails are available (1793-5) having 
been 1,066,033. In that same period 
there Were coined 142,524 half-cent 
pieces. Xhe half-cent piece seemed 
to gain in popularity in the imine- 
diately subsequent period, for 
the 


number coined in the period 1804-10 
•was about as great as the number 
of one-cent 'pieces coined. From 
that time on however the ialf-cent 
piece apparently lost popularity. 


All of the one-cent pieces now. is- 


sued by the government are of 
bronze.

The ode source of worry to the 


farmers of Rush county just now is 
the loss of many bushels of corn 
which they are bound to suffer be- 
cause of the damp and unfavorable 
fall. Many ^methods are being used 
by farmers to dry out their corn and 
in a large .oium!ber of cases the ad- 
vice of - the United States depart- 
ment of agriculture 
to leave the 


corn in the field until it does dry out 
is being followed. 


However, a new method of saving 


corn has been advanced and the at- 
tention of a number of farmers in 
the 'county has been called to it. The 
.method is explained in a dispatch 
from Ottaiwa, 111., outlining the sug- 
gestion of I. S. Brooks, 
farm ad- 


visor and 
consulting 
agriculturist 


for I/aSalle county, 111., to sprinkle 
salt on the com after it is unloaded 
in the crib. The salt draws the 
"moisture from the ear, is the theory 
<of the scheme. 


The dispatch was shown to Mar- 


ion P. Dietrick, emergency demon- 
stration agent for this and Hancock 
counties, and he read it with inter- 
est. Mr. Deitriefc said .it -sounded 
entirely practical, but that he had 
never heard 
of it before. .He-de- 


clared, the. only danger he saw in 
the method was that .so much salt 
might foe put on the corn that 
it 


would be injurious 
to stock. Mr. 


Deitrick stated that he would wire 
io the Purdue extension department 
at oflce calling 
their attention to 


the dispatch and asking the advice 
of Indiana agricultural experts as to 
the practicality of the proposal. 


iS .H .Trabue, a local stock buyer 


who was in Chicago recently, says 
that he heard of the salt -method of 
saving/ corn while,/there. .He^.told 
farmers here that every effort was 
being made by Illinois 
farmers to 


get salt in large quantities so as to 
follow the method suggested.

putting it into the 


crib, then sprinkling on a few quarts 
of salt. Tie moisture dissolves it 
and by plasmolysis the stronger 
solution\on the outside of the grains 
draws the moisture .from the inside 
of them. 


"Many university botany classes 


have made the experiment of care- 
fully weighing good, dry 
shelled 


corn, putting it into alcohol for a 
time, and finding oil weighing it 
again that the corn was lighter than 
when put into the alcohol, the loss 
in weight being caused by the al- 
cohol draiwing moisture from appar- 
ently dry corn. Another experiment 
"they have often made is to soa'k 
seeds, such as pumpikin seeds, peas, 
beans, etc., in water, weigh them, 
ihen put them into salty water.. On 
"weighting again the seeds are found 
fo-be'lighter than 
when put into 


water. But little practical 


use has been made of this 'scientific 
information.
